New York, Dec. 7.—Actual results 
of the Missouri Pacific's operations 
for October reveal the first increase 
in net revenues since the company 
has recorded since the new manage­ 
ment assumed charge of the property 
and began devoting an unusually 
large proportion of gross revenues to 
better maintenance of roadbed and 
equipment. 
For October the company reports 
an increase in gross revenues of ap­ 
proximately $375,000 or 7.5 per cent. 
Maintenance expenditures were 
in ­ 
creased $425,000 and transportation 
costs were reduced $131,000. The re­ 
mit was an increase of $80,000 in net 
earnings. 
For the four months to October 31 
gross earnings increased $380,000, 
maintenance expenditures increased 
$1,895,060, transportation costs were 


re d u c e d $522,000, a n d 
b o a earnings 
show a d e c r e a s e of $ 5 5 5 ,00 0 . 
The heavy traffic movement record­ 
ed in October was maintained in No­ 
vember, with the result that official 
estimates of gross earnings for that 
month show an increase of $226,000, 
while net revenues will show mi in­ 
crease in the neighborhood of $420. 
The company at the end of October 
was running behind its actual fixed 
charges and rentals at the rate of 
$2,500,000 per •annum, but President 
Bush believes that in the remaining 
eight menthe of Hie fiscal petted When 
maintenance will not necessarily be 
so heavy as in the past few months, 
the cfflnpany can make up this deficit 
with perhaps a small margin to spare.
